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N e w T ax B u r d e n s 


Only last y ear Co ngress enacted a 


sweeping increase in So cial Security 


tax es and benefits, but already there 


are fresh pro po sals to raise the tax 


rate to an ev en higher than the current 


11.7 0 per cent on emplo y e and em­ 


plo y er. 


At the present rate, a wage earner 


pay * up to $7 7 2.20 a y ear into the 


So cial 
Security fund, and in many 


cases, that amo unt ex ceeds federal in­ 


co me tax o bligatio ns. 
The emplo y er 


pay s 
an 
equal 
amo unt 
for 
each 


wo rker. 


Thus, for many of the natio n’s work­ 


ers, particularly tho se who earn low 


inco mes. 
So cial 
Security tax es 
are 


mo re burdenso me than inco me tax es. 
But ev en at the 11.7 0 per cent rate, 
the sy stem is facing financial tro uble. 
Co ngress has been told that unless 
so mething is done to increase the pres­ 
ent $44 billion So cial Security trust 
fund there wo n’t be enough mo ney 
ev entually to pay retirement benefits 
fo r present wage earners. It is esti­ 
mated that because o f the lagging 
birthrate tho se perso n ho lding jobs at 
the turn of the 21st century will not be 
able to pay the pensio ns and medical 
ex penses of tho se who retired. 


Of co urse the simple solution would 


be ano ther hike in tax es lev ied on the 


wage earner and his emplo y er. When 


So cial Security was launched in 19 37 , 


the wage earner paid a tax of one per 


cent. It is impo rtant to point out that 


the increase in benefits since then has 


not been in proportion to the increase 


in the amo unt paid into the fund. 


The wage earner, who is struggling 


to surv iv e in this period of inflatio n, 


is hardly in the position to put mo re of 


his earnings into So cial Security . 


It is time for Co ngress to giv e seri­ 


ous co nsideratio n to the co ncept be­ 


hind the implementatio n of So cial Se­ 


curity . 
The federal 
o ld-age benefit 


sy stem was not designed to prov ide full 


retirement security , but as a co mple­ 


ment to priv ate pensio ns, sav ings and 


inv estments. One po ssible solution to 


the problem is that Co ngress co uld 


prescribe lo gical limits on both pay ro ll 


tax es and benefits to be paid. 


By doing this Co ngress could pro tect 


the wage earner from an insufferable 


tax burden, and a retirement pension 


that do es not giv e a fair return to his

The quoted passage is from a report 


by Westingho use Electric Co., to the 


Natio nal Science Fo undatio n—o ne of 


three from separate firms which hav e 


NSF grants to study so lar heating and 


co o ling. The Westingho use study no tes 


that whereas such sy stem s are not 


now eco no mically co mpetitiv e with oil 


or gas sy stem s, they seem likely to 


beco me so in 10 or 15 y ears. The study 


predicts that half a century hence so lar 


heating and co o ling of ho uses and o ther 


structures will sav e mo re oil daily 


than is presently co nsumed as fuel by 


the natio n’s auto mo biles. 


Another of the repo rting co mpanies. 


General Electric, stressed another im­ 


po rtant aspect of this pro spectiv e de­ 


v elo pment: it will sharply cut env i­ 


ro nmental pollution. This projection is 


that by the y ear 2000 so lar co o ling and 


heating will significantly reduce radio ­ 


activ e wastes

All this bespeaks the mo re stro ngly 


the impo rtance of stepping up research 


and dev elo pment—and not only in di­ 


rect so lar heating and co o ling but also 


with regard to the generatio n of elec­ 


trical energy by the sun’s heat.
